New Regional Radio Station 
Begins Broadcasting Today 


WNAE is on the air! 
WNAB, new regional radio station at Warren, began broad- 


casts at 6:30 o'clock this morning. Construction of the 1,000- 
watt station, operating: on 1310 kilocycles, was completed last 
week and the station has been standing by until results of equip- 
•ment tests were checked and approved by the Federal Communi- 
cations Commission in Washington, D. C. 


WNAE, a daytime station, will operate from 6:30 a. m. until 


sundown. January sign-off hour is 5:15 p. m. The station is a 
part of the Mutual Broadcasting System and, besides national 
network shows, will feature a birthday club show, farm hour, 
Warren vesper hour, local and national news and a variety of 
public service and musical programs. 


The station is owned and operated by the Northern Allegheny 


Broadcasting Company, with studios in the First National Bank 
building in Warren. The transmitter and antenna are located 
on the Kinz-ua road two and a half miles east of Warren. 


Equipment tests for WNAE were conducted last week after 
1 a. m. and David Potter, manager of the station, says that re- 
ports of reception were received from as far west as St. Louis, 
Mo., and as far north as Muskoka Lake, Ont., which is 1-40 miles 
north of Toronto. The station was heard in Washing-ton, D. C., 
and in Boston. Under normal daytime operation, however, the 
coverage will not be so extensive.

Historic River Steamer Is 
Pictured On Calendar Of 
Warren Bank and Trust Co. 


The 1947 calendar now 
distributed at the Warren B 
and Trust Company, ahowa a pic- 
ture of the "Allegheny", the flrat 
steamer to make the Pittsburgh- 
Clean trip, as she must have look- 
ed lying in Warren Eddy a hund- 
red and sixteen years ago. The 
picture is a composite made up 
from retouched photographs of 
the Allegheny and its banks and 
of the scale model of the steamer 
now on exhibition in the bank's 
window. This model is the work 
of Captain Fred Way of Sewick- 
ley, author of many books about 
the river, including the 
very 
popuuar "The Allegheny River" in 
the "River's of America" series. 
Captain Way found the "Alleg- 
heny's" specifications amongst the 
Pittsburgh Customs House files 
and made the models therefrom. 


She was 90 feet long, 18 feet 
wide; worked by a double engine; 
and had two stern wheels extend- 
ing 12 feet behind, drawing with 
wood and water about 12 inches. 
David Blanchard, a Connecticut 
man, conceived her; and the capi- 
tal for her building was furnished, 
for the most part, by Meadville 
and Warren men. She was built 
with hinged smokestacks to allow 
her to pass under the Freeport 
Acqueduct. 


The "Allegheny" made Warren 
on her first trip April 22, 1830; 
and returned early in May for her 
second. This time she 
ventered 
further 
up the river, to Kinzua. 
Court at Warren adjourned and 
130 citizens, including the judge 
and the entire bar, went along for 
the ride to Kinzua. She stemmed 
the many rapids above Warren 
and went over Hook's mill dam In 
the river, at what'is now Ward- 
well, without trouble. On the re- 
turn trip the passengers reported 
that she made the last five miles 
to Warren in fifteen minutes. Ac- 
.cording to the papers, which re- 
ported the affair, "the fatted calf 
was eaten and every heart beat 
high with the prospect of wealth 
and improvement that this navi- 
gation of noble river will introduce 
into OUT country". 


On her third trip «h« left Pitta- 
burgh May 4, 1830 with «4 pas- 
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and- betwMn 36 ant SO 
toni of freight; and arrived 
at 
Warren on the morning of May 
10th, a trip which took from IS 
to 25 days by keelboat or canoe. 
She left Warren on the evening of 
the l&th; arrived at 
the Corn- 
planter Grant the next morning. 
Here Chief Complanter and some 
of his family came on board for 
a 6-mile ride up the river, from 
which they returned via a canoe, 
tied on behind for the purpose. 
The "Allegheny" docked at Olean 
Point at 11 on the morning1 of the 
21st. She got back to Warren next 
day, in six hours' running time 
from Olean. Sha left Warren on 
the 23rd; and was back in Pitts- 
burgh by the - afternoon 
ef 
the 
24th, 
Sha made a fourth trip to War- 
ren In June, but later devloped 
cylinder trouble and seems there- 
after to have been used in the 
lower river trade. Sha was report- 
ed sunk b«low Portsmouth, Ohio 
in April, 1833. 


It it interesting to not* that 
her return cargo to Pittsburgh 
was chiefly pig-iron, from tha fur- 
naces near Tionesta. 


The "Allegheny" wa« not the 
only steamer to make the Olean 
trip. In 1837, the "Naw Castle" did 
It. It was not lack of water that 
prevented more mich trips, but 
rather the numerous mill duns In 
tha river.

Congress Will Follow Ritual 
That Is Over 150 Years Old

Washington—(ZP)—When the 


house and senate of the 80th con- 
gress convene at noon January 3, 
each will follow ritual more than 
150 years old. 


It has changed omy In minor 
details since the first congress met 
on March 4, 1789, in New York 
This is the opening day sched- 


ule for the senate: 


The call to order will be by 


Secretary Leslie Miffle. 
He will 
preside because the senatorial term 
of the current presiding officer, 
Senator McKellar (D-Tenn), ex- 
pires with the 79th congress at the 
moment the 80th convenes. Thus 
for a few minutes, McKellar vail 
be 3ust another senator-elect 


Following the prayer, the sen- 
ate will receive the credentials of 
32 men elected to full six-year 
terms and four more to complete 
terms expiring in 1949. 


This is the first point at xvhich 
a new or re-elected member's right 
to his seat may be challenged. 
Any senator can move that the 
credentials of a senator-elect not 
be accepted, or that they be ac- 
cepted subject only to a vote later 
on seating him 
A simple major- 


ity (one vote more than half the 
members present) decides this mo- 
tion. 


Next cornea the swearing In of 
new members, who are given the 
oath individually and in alpha- 
betical order 
This will be done 
by Biffle unless the senate votes 
to have someone else do it. 


A challenge may be»made here, 


too. 
A member-elect can be asked 
to stand aside. If he refuses, a 
member can move that he not be 
sworn, and again a simple maj- 
ority vote is deciding. 


At these two stages, there will 


be only 59 members in the senate 
the full membership is 96, but 


there will be ST'.yacaricle*—the 32 
full-term members, four part-term, 
and one resulting from the death 
of senator Bailey (D-NC). 


After the oath-taking, new offi- 


cers will be elected. These will in- 
clude a new presiding officer, a 
clerk, 
doorkeeper, 
eergeant-at- 


arms, and postmaster. 
In quick succession, then, the 


senate will adopt routine resolu- 
tions notifying the house and Pre- 
sident Truman that it la in «es- 
sioii, has elected- -officers, and -is 
ready for business. 
The new presiding officer will 


read a notification of Bailey's 
death, and the senate will adjourn 
its first session out of respect to 
his memory. 


The credentials of hia successor, 


William B. Umstead of Durham, 
N. C, cannot be presented until 
this notice has been given. Um- 
stead probably will take the oath 
at the next session. 
The house pattern la similar, but 
not identical. 


Sergeant-at-arms Kenneth Rom- 


ney will call the house to order, 
and after the prayer a reading 
clerk will call the* roll by states. 
All are members-elect, since there 
are no house holdovers. 


The chairmen of the Republican 


and Democratic canusases Will 
then nominate their respective 
party's candidates for speaker, and 
the roll will be called in alpha- 
betical order to elect a speaker. 
In effect, 433 men not yet sworn 


m as congressmen wHl elect a 
speaker for a house that technic- 
ally does not yet exist. 
(There are 435 members In the 


house. However. Rep, Henry R- 
Wis) has died since the election, 
and Senator-Elect Sparkipan (D- 
Ala) resigned his house seat aft- 
er election to both the house and 
senate In November.' Neither vac- 
ancy has been filled.)

In keeping tab on what makes 
them tick, the Children's Bureau 
through the years nas endeavored 
to "helv parents to give then chil- 
dren affectionate guidance into 
adulthood." 


Now in view of "increased 
knowledge" of teen-age children, 
the Bureau has brought out a re- 
v'-iicd

lowed pamphlet, "Guiding the 
Adolescent." 


The Bureau contends, however, 
that the principles underlying the 
guidance of adolescent children 
have remained the same since the 
first bulletin was written for the 
Bureau in 1933 by Dr. Douglas A. 
Thorn, director of the Habit Clmic 
for Child Guidance, of Boston. 
Since then some three-quarters 


of a million copies have been used 
by parents, the Bureau says. 
• • • 


ONE of the chief complaints 


made today concern the adol- 
escent's use of leisure time. Many 
adults charge that, in general, 
their children want to go "tearing 
•round," preferring the enter- 
tainment offered by commercial 
places of amusement to anything 
they might provide for them- 
selves. 
Apparently not too concerned, 
the Children's Bureau explains in 
the pamphlet that, after all, the 
adolescents of today are "rrerely 
accepting life as they find it" 
when they make use of commer- 
cial amusements. 
They are not responsible for the 


ttf the movies the inven- 


tion and purchase of the first au- 
tomobiles, the dine - and - dance 
restaurants, the roadhouses. 


If we as parents object to what 
they do in their spare time, then 
"v/hy don't we tram £iem to find 
enjoyment in activities which we 
consider more worth while?" asks 
the Bureau. 


"Why don't we clean up our 
communities and promote the de- 
velopment of adequate and whole- 
some public recreational facili- 
ties?" After all, a lot of parents do 
not use their leisure time to much 
better advantage, it it pointed 
out 


Relatively few people have had 
much leisure until fairly recently. 
People were in the habit of work- 
ing so hard and so long they did 
not know what to do when they 
were not working. 
* * • 


r\URING the war years most of 
*-* us were under constant pres- 
sure, and leisure time seemed vir- 
tually forgotten. Now once again, 
the Bureau says, many adults find 
themselves at a loss to make use 
of their spare time, with or with- 
out money. 


An important fact lor parent! 
to concede is that as their chil- 
dren grow^lder they will want t« 
spend more and more time doing 
things with youngsters their own 
age. 
They should have enough 
"privacy from an interested fam- 
ily" not to seek all their social 
contacts away from home. 


The 83-page pamphlet dwells at 
length and realistically with other 
subjects such as physical growth 
and development) attitudes to- 
ward sex, mental development,

The owner sold these for 5500, the 
price originally offered for the 
whole, stand. 


In this case, where the owner 
took some care and got some 
practical forestry advice, she net- 
ted $832 or $332 more than the 
original offer and still had a lot 
of promising trees for future har- 
vesting. You may not always find 
high-grade veneer logs or other 
high value trees on your lot, but 
the chances are that you can get 
some worthwhile help from your 
local forester, especially if you 
are not too familiar with how to 
handle your woodlot or with go- 
ing market conditions.

Affairs say ihe decision in effect 
recognizes the validity (but not 
the amount) of many other Indian 
claims based on aboriginal owner- 
ship. 
"These may run into millions of 
dollars and may involve 65,000 or 
more Indians and upward of 
-250,000 square miles of land ia 
the western states—plus nobody 
knows how much of Alaska," one 
said. 
Department of - Justice attor- 


neys, who opposed trie appeal to 
the Supreme Court, question the 
importance of the decision. They 
claim each future case will have 
to be settled on its own merits; 


Constitution Superseded 


But John H. Provinse, assistant 
commissioner of Indian Affairs, 
says: 
'The court has gone beyond.the 
constitution to recognize rights 
that out-date the constitution. . .. 
It is a ruling to which the new 
Indian claims commission can 
look for guidance." 
President Truman has yet to 
Sppoint the three-man commis- 
sion.

Tr.e Court "of Claims found that 
the Indians had an "aboriginal 
Indian title" to the land, which 
they ceded under a treaty which 
was never ratified. The Supreme

Always heretofore the court-has 
had a sort of platonic concern, for 
the Indian's rights, but in practice 
has held to the view that tha 
government could not be made to 
oay except upon proof that there 
had been a valid treaty. ; . -. 


"The decision should have great 
importance in Alaska, where' the 
Indians claim land through occu- 
pancy. It also may strengthen the 
position of California Indians." 
A court held a vear ago "that IS 
California tribes were entitled to 
517,000,000 for their land. From 
this amount $12,000,000 was de- 
ducted as already paid in benefits.
